Since my laft which was of the 5. of this moneth, our King 
felt againe very ficke, and becauſe he oftendid rcover, we had 
no great feare he ſhouldas yet die: but it was Gods pleaſure 
totake himaway on this very day, which is the 29. of A- 
prill: Fcannot tell you at thistime other particularitics about 
his death, for t haue my ſafe beene nor welltheſe many daies, 
and therefore beene abſent from Court.

The boiſterous humors of the military ſort, andeſpecially 
the Spahiery cannotas yet bepaciticd, nar tht differences al- 
layd.

Thoſe of Peloma haue ſolorg diſputed ofthe ſucceſſion of 
their King, that at the laſt they haue found a reafon of re(o!- 
virg the tuccefſion by his death.

{ſecond Sunday after W hitſuntyde. In the meane while the 
Arch-biſhop of Ge/nen governes the whole Kingdome for 
the time bang. Among the chirfeſt Competitors for this 
Crowne, the King of Sweden is by all men ſuppoſedtobethc 
molt likely : next to him the Pririce V/ad-ſlaws, eldeſt ſonne 
to thelate deceaſed King ; then the Prince Caſtmerns hiabro- 
therby the Fath<rs (ide,andrhe Arch-duke Zropolaxe. But be- 
cauſe the laſt of theſe is not eſteemed fortunateand ſuxceſke- 
Ell in his defignes of Warre, the Election is rather aſcribed 
to the ſtrength & power ofthe firſt, or favour of the ſecond. 
The rather becauſe their States haue recalled him from the 
great charge which was laid ypon him, being Generall ofthe 

Armie againſt the Myſcovuer, as loone aseverthey percei- 

ved his Father drawing to an end, they having eſtabliſhed 

and ſent 1:0 his roume, the Prince Razevwl,
